Plans are also be- 
ing made to obtain a nutrition record 
of children.

ing summer.

Purchase of a further supply of 
book cases for the expanding school 
libraries was authorized. More en- 
terprise tables are also to be purch- 
ased as required.

A. F. U. MEETING 


Prisoners of War for Farm Labor 
Discussed 
—_ 

Colonel E. 8S. Doughty, Labor Of- 
ficer, Department of Labor was the 
guest speaker at the A. F. U. meet- 
ing in the Memorial Hall when “Pri- 
soners of War for Farm Labor” was 
the topic discussed at length. 

Colonel Doughty pointed out that 
the scheme has been authorized by 
the German Government, Great Brit- 
ain and the Geneva Convention and 
has worked with excellent smooth- 
ness wherever it has been tried. 

The rate of pay is 45.00 from April 
to October and $20.00 for the winter 
months payable one month in advance 
to the Government. The prisoner is 
allowed to spend 30 cents per day 
and al items he buys are put on a 
credit slip and sent in with the a- 


mount deducted from the monthly 
check. The farmer supplies room 
and board. 


When the farmer takes a prisoner 
both he and the prisoner must sign 
a contract. 

In case of sickness, disease or ab- 
sence the farmer must report to the 
nearest authority. 

Colonel Doughty said it is not at all 
necessary for the farmer to keep the 
man unless he is perfectly satisfied in 
every way. The farmer has 3 chances 
and the prisoner 2 to make a go of it. 

One important point Colonel Dough- 
ty stated, was that the prisoner is 
not allowed to enter any movies, beer 
parlors or dance halls, and is allowed 
no postage stamps or civilian writing 
materials. He is allowed to write 2 
letters and 2 post cards per month on 
special military paper. He stressed

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MORE EQUITABLE CONDITIONS 
FOR RETURNED SOLDIERS 


Preparations have been made for 
showing concrete evidence of grat- 
itude to soldiers returning from the 
great ronflict. 

1. On discharge, a Veteran is giv 
en a Clothing allowance of $65. He 
can retain his uniform, underwear, a 
great coat, shoes, ete. 

2. There is a Rehabilitation grant 
of one month’s pay and dependents’ 
allowance. 

3. Transportation to his home or 
place of enlistment, 

4. Free Hospital and Medical treat 
ment for troubles arising from ser- 
vice. For those who have served 12 
months, there is free treatment for 
any trouble for 12 months. 

5. There is compulsory re-employ- 
ment under conditions not less favor- 
able than would have been applicable 
if enlistment had not taken place. 

6. Those entering insurable em- 
ployment are entitled after 15 weeks 
to be credited with the time spent in 
service on the Unemployment Insur 
ance account. The Government pays 
the assessment. 

7. The post discharge order gives 
$44.20 per month to single persons, 
$62.40 to married persons, plus allow- 
ances for dependents to— 

(a) Those capable of work but 
unable to obtain suitable employment. 
(b) Those incapacitated from 
accepting work or taking treatment, 
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14. Specially qualified men are em 
ployed as Personnel Couns llors, ad 
vising men in the forces as to their 
post-war careers.

JUVENILE DELINQUENCY 


—————__— 
Much concern has been expressed 


lately over the alarming increase in 
Juvenile Crime. Many kinds of rem- 
edies have been suggested and blame 
has been laid to many different things 
And much of the discussion has re- 
vealed nothing else so clearly as a 
real lack of understanding of the 
whole problem. 

The Writer has gained his experi- 
ence during some years of specialis 
ed work among underprivileged child- 
Most of them belonging to the 


ren. 
“underprivileged class” because the 
parents had become delinquent in 


their parental duties. Together with 
this work he gained much knowledge 
by his observations of cases in Juven- 
ile Court. For this reason he feels 
that he can discuss this important 
subject without offering any apologies 
for it. 

The first thing he wants to say is 
that he can endorse the statement 
made by one of the most outstanding 
Boy’s workers on this continent when 
he said, ‘There are no bad boys; there 
are only boys with bad training.” 

Perhaps one should point out that 
this “bad training” is usually aquired 
in the back alleys of our towns ana 
cities where younger children lear 
the art of crime from older, more ex- 
perienced ones in Juvenile Crime. 
Some parents never seem to enquire 
about their children’s playmates ani 
are to all appearances quite indiffer- 
ent as to the character of their Child- 
ren’s companions. It oft times seems 
that mother and fathers alike are 
more concerned over their own plea- 
gure than they are exercised ove! 
their children’s welfare. 

In one instance in one of our cities 
three boys were brought into the Ju- 
venile Court for various crimes. 
Those boys had slept for three nights 
fn an empty barn in one of the back 
alleys and the parents of two of these 
boys stated in Court that they did not 
know that their boys were not at 
home in their own beds during those 
nights! The other, a stepmother, 
knew that the boy was not at home, 
but expressed herself as more satis. 
fied to have him away from home, any 
where but around the home! 

Things Tike this made the writer 
feel many times that parents should 
be held more accountable for many of 
the crimes committed by their child- 
ren. On the other, he found that boys 
and girls who had already drifted in- 
to the pathway of crime were in most 
cases quite responsive to good treat- 
ment and counsel when they felt it 
given sympathetically and knew that 
someone had a_ personal interest in 
their welfare. 

That there should be an increase in 
Juvenile Crime since the outbreak of 
the war is not to be wondered at. 
Many homes have been uwprooted. 
Children taken away to unfamiliar 
surroundings. Fathers away in the 
service of their country; mothers 
working in shops and factories etc. 
Under those conditions what else can 
we look for but an inrrease in Juven- 
ile delinquency Anything that die- 
turbs, or disrupts the normal ties of 
home must be reflected in the behavi- 
our of the children.That is axiomatic. 

The home still is, and we hope al- 
ways will be, the foundation upon 


which national security must rest. No; much praise
